All  the  nurses  hold  certificates  of  training,  and,  in  addition, 
Nurse  Evans  is  qualified  as  a sanitary  inspector  and  Nurses 
Howlett  and  Lloyd  have  the  certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board. 

Nurse  Howlett  does  the  orthopaedic  work  of  both  the 
Education  Committee  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee,  and  also  the  infant  welfare  work  at  Cwmaman  and 
Godreaman. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I chronicle  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Thomas. 
She  was  an  indefatigable  and  successful  worker,  a loyal  colleague, 
and  had  secured  the  complete  confidence  of  women  and  children 
by  her  extraordinary  tact  and  ready  sympathy.

CO-ORDINATION. 

INFANT  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Dr.  Marsden,  Nurse  Howlett  and  myself  are  engaged  in  both 
school  medical  and  infant  welfare  work,  but  the  other  members 
of  the  medical  staff  confine  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  Education 
Authority. 


THE  CARE  OF  DEBILITATED  CHILDREN  UNDER  SCHOOL  AGE. 
For  information  with  regard  to  children  under  school  age 
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the  reader  is  referred  to  that  portion  of  my  report  to  the  Council 
dealing  with  infant  welfare,  but  it  should  be  stated  that  over 
50%  of  children  in  the  age  groups  3 — 4 and  4 — 5 attend  school. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS.

NURSERY  CLA8SES. 

Nursery  classes  are  in  operation  at  the  Park,  Capcoch,  Town 
Council  and  Cwmaman  Infants’  Schools. 
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MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  preliminary  arrangements  for  medical  inspection  are 
made  by  Mr.  Lewis,  the  Director  of  Education,  who  sends  a 
circular  letter  to  all  the  schools  three  times  a year  informing 
the  head  teacher  that  a particular  age  group  will  be  examined 
in  the  course  of  a few  weeks,  and  that  the  teachers  are  expected 
to  give  the  medical  officer  facilities  for  carrying  out  this  work. 
The  School  Medical  Officer  subsequently  informs  the  teachers 
as  to  the  precise  date  of  the  inspection,  and  notices  are  sent  out 
by  the  teachers  to  the  parents  of  the  children  who  are  to  be 
examined.  The  parents  are  informed  that  they  may  attend  the 
inspection,  and  the  approximate  time  at  which  their  child  will 
be  examined  is  given.  The  work  is  generally  done  in  the  head 
teacher’s  room,  but  if  there  is  no  such  room,  in  a classroom. 

If  any  defect  is  found,  the  parent,  if  present,  is  informed 
at  the  time  of  inspection.  The  inspection  cards  arc  brought 
into  the  office,  and  the  defects  found  are  entered  on  “following-up” 
cards,  which  are  given  to  the  nurse,  who  calls  on  the  parents 
and  informs  the  mother  or  guardian  of  the  child  that  medical 
attention  is  required. 

The  undermentioned  groups  of  children  were  medically 
examined  in  the  course  of  the  year  : — 

(1)  Entrants,  or  those  admitted  into  school  since  the  previous 

routine  examination  ; 

(2)  Second  age  group,  or  those  between  8 and  9 years  of  age. 

(3)  Third  age  group,  or  those  who  had  reached  the  age  of  12 
years  and  had  not  been  previously  examined  since  attain- 
ing that  age ; 

(4)  Specials,  consisting  of  all  those  children  who  in  the 

opinion  of  the  medical  officers,  teachers,  parents  or 
attendance  officers  required  medical  examination  ; 

The  schedule  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education  for 
medical  inspection  was  used  for  all  cases.

NURSES’  SCHOOL  VISITS. 

During  the  year  all  the  school  departments  were  visited  once, 
thirteen  twice,  twenty-six  three  times,  six  four  times,  one  five 
times,  and  one  six  times.  The  number  of  children  examined  was 
five  thousand,  six  hundred  and  seventy-six,  and  of  these  four 
hundred  and  twenty-six  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  attention.  In 
addition  to  cases  of  uncleanliness  and  pediculosis,  the  following 
'vere  discovered  by  the  nurses:  skin  disease — thirty-nine  cases, 
external  eye  disease — thirteen,  otorrhoea — fourteen,  defective 
vision  and  squint — fifty-seven,  and  other  diseases  and  defects — 
thirty-eight. 


MALNUTRITION 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  2,334  children  receiving 
milk  and  biscuits  free  in  the  schools,  and  1090  were  paying  for 
milk.  The  number  of  free  meals  given  was  1,001,431,  and  the 
number  of  other  meals  was  249,241.  The  cost  of  the  free  meals 
was  £2,639  Os.  0d.,  and  the  average  cost  per  meal  was  .56  of  a 
penny. 

During  the  year  470  children  were  added  to  the  free  list,  and 
a survey  of  all  the  schools  in  the  area  with  regard  to  nutrition  was 
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made  in  December.  In  addition,  1,233  bottles  of  cod  liver  oil  were 
given  to  children  suffering  from  debility  and  bronchial  catarrh. 

The  state  of  a child’s  nutrition  is  classified  under  one  of  the 
following  heads  : excellent,  normal,  slightly  subnormal  and  bad. 
For  further  information  the  reader  is  referred  to  Table  II  b. 

OPEN-AIR  SCHOOL. 

During  the  year  thirty-four  children  left  the  school  and 
forty-nine  were  admitted. 

Of  the  thirty-four  children  who  left,  eighteen  who  when 
admitted  were  suffering  from  the  following  disorders  in  the

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The  number  of  visits  paid  to  the  homes  of  crippled  children 
was  457. 

There  are  at  present  46  children  under  treatment  and  14 
under  observation. 


EYE  CLINIC. 

The  above  clinic  is  open  on  alternate  Tuesday  mornings  and 
Wednesday  afternoons,  and  the  work  is  done  by  Mr.  Rupert 
Parry,  M.B.,  Lond.  of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Cardiff. 

For  particulars  of  the  work  done  the  reader  is  referred  to 
table  IV,  group  2. 

Last  year  it  was  decided  to  make  an  annual  grant  of  £20  to 
the  Aberdare  General  Hospital  as  a recognition  of  the  operative 
treatment  of  eye  diseases  and  defects.  It  should,  however,  be 
stated  that  we  experience  great  difficulty  in  persuading  parents  to 
allow  their  children  to  be  operated  on,  for  squint  and  cataract 
are  painless,  and  parents  omit  to  have  anything  done  in  the  hope 
that  time  will  improve  matters.  There  are  sixteen  cases  of 
squint  on  our  case  books  which  would  benefit  from  operative 
treatment.  The  parents  of  seven  of  these  cases,  while  not 
objecting  to  operative  interference,  are  quite  indifferent  with 
regard  to  the  matter.  The  parents  of  the  remaining  nine  are 
decidedly  opposed  to  allowing  their  children  to  enter  hospital  for 
surgical  treatment. 

One  case  of  cataract  is  waiting  for  admission  to  the  Cardiff 
Royal  Infirmary,  and  another  for  admission  to  the  Aberdare 
General  Hospital.  Margaret  Bolitho,  a cataract  case,  was 
operated  on  at  the  Aberdare  General  Hospital  last  September. 
Vincent  White  is  suffering  from  congenital  ptosis,  and  his  parents 
have  been  advised  that  an  operation  is  necessary.  Gwynfryn 
Jenkins  is  suffering  from  dacryocystitis  and  is  under  the  care  of 
his  own  doctor, 
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Edwin  H.  Williams  is  suffering  from  entropion  and  requires 
an  operation.  Mr.  Rupert  Parry  sent  a letter  to  the  patient’s 
doctor,  but  so  far  nothing  has  been  done.  Thelma  Sedgemore  is 
suffering  from  progressive  myopia,  but  her  parents  will  not  allow 
her  to  be  sent  to  a special  school. 


DENTAL  CLINIC. 

The  resolution  of  the  Education  Committee  is  to  the  effect 
that  children  between  five  and  ten  years  of  age  are  to  be  inspected 
and  treated,  but  in  practice  no  child  who  is  in  pain  is  refused 
treatment. 

The  clinic  is  open  on  the  undermentioned  days  at  the  times

I attend  the  clinic  every  Tuesday  morning  in  order  to  deal 
with  children  requiring  a general  anaesthetic,  and  last  year 
I administered  nitrous  oxide  gas  to  628  patients.

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MINOR  AILMENTS  CLINIC. 

The  clinic  is  open  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
afternoons  and  Saturday  mornings.  Table  IV,  group  1,  gives 
details  of  the  work  done. 

OPERATIVE  TREATMENT  OF  ENLARGED  TONSILS 

AND  ADENOIDS. 

Children  found  suffering  from  the  above-mentioned  diseases 
are  sent  to  the  General  Hospital  if  in  need  of  operative  treatment. 
The  operations  are  performed  by  Dr.  Harry  Banks,  and  last  year 
one  hundred  and  forty-four  children  were  dealt  with.  After  the 
lapse  of  about  twelve  months  after  the  operation  the  children 
are  asked  to  attend  the  Clinic  and  re-examined  in  order  to  find 
if  the  operation  has  been  successful. 

The  one  hundred  and  forty  children  operated  on  in  1937  were 
sent  for  last  year,  and  one  hundred  attended.  The  operation  was 
found  to  have  been  successful  in  all  these  cases.  Of  the  forty 
who  omitted  to  attend,  some  had  left  the  district  and  others  had 
gone  to  work. 

Visits  were  paid  to  the  homes  of  all  those  still  resident  in  the 
district,  and  satisfactory  reports  were  received. 

OTORRHOEA. 

The  number  of  cases  treated  at  the  Ear  Clinic  was  74,  and  of 
these  64  were  cured.  Four  attended  very  badly,  and  a cure  could 
not  be  expected.  Of  the  74  patients,  15  were  under  3 years  of 
age  and  were  referred  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

On  the  occasion  of  each  visit  to  a school  department  the 
medical  inspector  enquires  of  the  head  teacher  if  he  has  any 
children  in  the  above  category  to  be  examined.  If  there  are  any, 
their  names  and  addresses  are  taken,  and  subsequently  they  are 
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examined  at  the  School  Clinic,  the  suspected  mental  defectives 
being  examined  by  means  of  the  Binet-Simon  tests  (Dr.  E.  O. 
Lewis’s  revision).  Eye  cases  are  sent  to  Bridgend,  and  cases  of 
deafness  to  the  Swansea  Special  School.  It  should,  however,  be 
stated  that  some  parents  take  a great  deal  of  persuasion  to  agree 
to  their  children  being  sent  from  home,  and  some  absolutely 
refuse  their  permission. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

The  attendance  officers  are  often  helpful  in  getting  the 
children  of  negligent  parents  to  attend  the  Clinic,  and  they  give 
valuable  services  in  the  cutting  and  distribution  of  leather  for  the 
repair  of  the  boots  and  shoes  of  necessitous  children. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  teachers  fill  in  the  non-medical  details  required  on  the 
medical  schedules  of  the  routine  inspections,  and  their  services 
in  connection  with  school  meals  are  very  valuable. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  THE  WELSH  NATIONAL  MEMORIAL 
ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  TREATMENT 
OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

All  cases  that  we  suspect  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
are  sent  to  the  physician  of  the  above  Association  for  his  opinion, 
and  children  who  have  attended  sanatoria  are  admitted  to  the 
Open-Air  School  on  his  recommendation.  Active  Tuberculosis 
is  not  admitted,  and  the  children  he  recommends  are  those  who 
can  attend  without  any  danger  of  infecting  other  children. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

With  regard  to  the  routine  inspections,  parents  co-operate 
fairly  well,  for  about  80  per  cent  attend  the  inspection  of  entrants 
and  intermediates  and  about  65  per  cent  the  inspection  of  leavers. 
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The  different  clinics  are,  owing  to  the  co-operation  of  the  parents, 
well  attended,  especially  the  dental  one. 

RESIDENTIAL  SUMMER  SCHOOLS  AND  CAMPS. 

Forty-four  boys  and  sixty-six  girls  attended  the  Pendine 
Camp,  Carmarthenshire,  for  a fortnight  last  summer.  The 
following  authorities  are  interested  in  this  camp  : the  Counties 
of  Brecon,  Carmarthen,  Glamorgan  and  Monmouth,  the  Municipal 
Borough  of  Llanelly  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Rhondda,  Aberdare 
Pontypridd,  Abertillery  and  Ebbw  Vale. 

The  National  Council  of  Social  Service  provided  accommo- 
dation from  the  6th  to  the  19th  of  May  and  from  the  10th  to  the 
23rd  of  June  for  seventy  girls  on  each  occasion,  at  the  Pembrey 
Residential  School. 

During  the  summer  the  Council  received  two  hundred  and 
nineteen  boys  and  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  girls  at  the  Ogmore 
Camp. 

The  children  were  selected  by  me  after  a full  investigation 
of  their  circumstances  by  the  Director  of  Education  and  the 
teachers. 


SWIMMING. 

Last  summer  2,359  visits  were  made  by  children  to  the 
Aberaman  bath,  and  3,931  to  the  Park  bath.  There  is  a filtration 
plant  at  both  places.  The  teachers  act  as  instructors,  and  the 
bath  attendant  at  the  Park  bath  is  partially  paid  by  the  Education 
Committee  in  consideration  of  the  instruction  he  gives. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  last  year  under  our  bye-laws.

In  January  diphtheria  became  somewhat  prevalent  at 
Cwmbach,  and  it  was  thought  advisable  to  swab  the  throats  of 
several  of  the  children  at  school.  Two  carriers  were  discovered 
and  were  excluded  from  school.  After  the  exclusion  of  these  two 
there  was  a marked  improvement.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
close  any  school  last  year. 

The  attendancee  at  the  undermentioned  schools  fell  below

certificates  to  that  effect  were  given.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SPEECH  THERAPIST  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1938. 

Classes  for  the  treatment  of  children  suffering  from  defective 
speech  commenced  in  Aberdare  on  Tuesday,  18th  January,  1938. 
The  classes  are  held  on  one-and-a-half  days  per  week,  on  Tuesday 
afternoon  in  the  Noddfa  Chapel  Vestry,  Aberaman,  and  on 
Wednesday  in  the  Gadlys  Central  School. 

During  the  first  week  129  children  were  examined,  and  out 
of  this  number,  74  selected  as  being  likely  to  benefit  by  the  treat- 
ment. Of  the  55  not  selected  : 

30  cases  showed  no  trace  of  any  defect.  These  have  been 
kept  under  observation  and  the  speech  has  been  tested 
during  the  visits  paid  to  the  schools  during  the  year. 

5 were  unsuitable  owing  to  the  speech  defect  being  caused  by 
some  organic  defect  such  a a cleft  palate. 

5 were  cases  where  the  parents  objected  to  the  child  having 
treatment. 
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1 attended  the  class  once  only,  and  then  left  the  district. 

6 were  too  young  to  receive  treatment. 

8 were  cases  where  the  defect  was  only  slight.  These  were 
placed  on  the  waiting  list. 

Organisation  of  Classes. 

The  children  attend  in  small  groups  numbering  from  5 — 10. 
It  is  not  advisable  to  have  more  than  this  number  in  a class,  as  the 
majority  of  the  children  need  a certain  amount  of  individual 
attention.  The  stammerers  have  a weekly  lesson  of  40  minutes 
duration,  and  the  children  suffering  from  functional  speech  defects 
one  of  30  minutes.  A case  of  cleft  palate  speech,  or  any  unusual 
form  of  defect  is  given  individual  tuition. 

Each  stammerer  is  provided  with  a note-book  and  pencil  in 
which  to  write  exercises  for  home  practice,  and  a note  is  sent  to 
the  patents  asking  them  to  co-operate  in  the  treatment  as  much  as 
possible.  Similar  suggestions  are  sent  to  the  school,  giving  advice 
as  to  how  the  child  can  be  helped  in  the  classroom.  Daily  practice 
and  close  co-operation  between  the  parents,  class  teacher,  and 
speech  therapist,  is  essential  to  effect  a cure. 

Admissions. 

During  the  year  26  children  have  been  admitted  to  the  classes, 
leaving  two  on  the  waiting  list  both  of  whom  are  too  young  for 
treatment.  Only  in  very  exceptional  circumstances  is  it  advisable 
to  treat  a stammerer  under  the  age  of  seven. 

Classification  of  Defects. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  there  are  52  children  in 
attendance  at  the  classes,  the  defects  being  as  follows

Of  these  40  showed  marked  improvement,  but  a complete 
cure  will  depend  upon — 

(1)  Satisfactory  home  conditions. 

(2)  The  desire  to  be  cured. 

(3)  The  will  power  and  mental  ability  to  make  the  necessary 
effort. 

(4)  The  amount  of  daily  practice  done  by  the  child. 

After  speaking  in  the  wrong  way  for  several  years  it  requires 
considerable  time  and  a great  deal  of  concentration  and  will  power 
to  conquer  the  defect  entirely  and  to  establish  a new  way  of 
speaking,  and  some  of  the  younger  children  are  not  able  to  make 
the  final  effort  and  are  then  placed  in  the  “much  improved’* 
category.  This  applies  also  to  children  who  are  mentally  retarded; 
some  improvement  can  be  made  in  their  speech,  but  it  is  not 
possible  to  effect  a complete  cure. 

Discharges. 

During  the  year  48  children  have  been  discharged  from  the 
classes  : 

30  as  cured. 

7 because  the  parents  objected  to  the  treatment. 

5 owing  to  their  leaving  the  school  or  district. 

2 for  irregular  attendance. 

4 as  being  unable  to  make  progress  owing  to  a physical  defect 
or  mental  retardation. 

Before  a child  is  discharged  as  cured,  a written  report  is  sent 
to  the  school  and  the  Head  Teacher  is  asked  to  write  his  report 
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after  consultation  with  the  class  teacher.  If  the  child’s  speech  is 
normal  in  school  a visit  is  then  paid  to  the  home  and  if  a satisfactory 
report  is  received  from  the  parents,  the  child  is  discharged.  Every 
child  who  has  been  discharged  during  the  Spring  and  Summer 
terms  has  been  seen,  and  his  speech  tested.  In  two  cases  there 
had  been  a slight  relapse  and  these  have  been  re-admitted  to  the 
class. 

Home  Visiting. 

In  order  to  strengthen  the  co-operation  between  the  class  and 
the  home,  it  is  advantageous  to  visit  the  home  as  least  once.  The 
parents  are  glad  to  have  an  opportunity  of  discussing  the  child’s 
defect,  and  much  valuable  information  is  obtained  from  these 
visits.  The  parents  are  invited  to  attend  the  classes  as  often  as 
possible,  and  several  have  done  so  and  have  promised  to  help  the 
child  at  home. 

School  Visiting. 

During  the  Spring  term  a visit  was  made  to  each  Junior  and 
Senior  School,  and  a second  visit  has  been  made  during  this  term 
The  chief  object  in  visiting  the  school  is  to  find  out  if  the  child  is 
able  to  apply  his  new  way  of  speaking  in  his  own  classroom,  and 
to  give  the  teacher  any  suggestions  which  may  be  of  benefit  to  the 
child,  as  much  can  be  done  to  help  him  in  his  own  school.  Any 
new  cases  are  examined  also,  and  if  necessary,  admitted  to  the 
classes.  The  home  and  school  visiting  is  done  on  a Friday  after- 
noon, which  has  been  left  free  for  that  purpose,  and  is  shared  by 
the  three  Authorities  of  Aberdare,  Mountain  Ash  and  Pontypridd. 

Lectures  to  Teachers. 

Three  theory  lectures  were  given  to  the  teachers  in  February 
These  were  held  in  the  Gadlys  Central  School  and  were  well 
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attended.  The  teachers  were  invited  to  attend  the  classes  to  see 
the  practical  side  of  the  work,  and  several  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  invitation.

In  reading  this  report 
the  following  short  description  of  some  of  the  terms  used  may  be 
advantageous. 

Lisping  is  mainly  a defective  enunciation  of  certain  sounds. 

Lading  is  the  substitution  of  one  consonant  for  another,  as  in  fumb 
for  thumb. 

Idioglossia  is  an  extreme  form  of  lading,  the  consonantal  substi- 
tution being  so  extensive  that  it  appears  to  the  listener  that 
the  chdd  is  talking  in  a different  language.  The  same  sound 
is  always  used  to  express  the  same  idea,  even  though  the 
sound  or  sounds  belong  to  no  known  language. 

Dyslalia— Oral  inaccuracy  ; phonetic  defects  ; lading. 

VERMINOUS  CHILDREN. 

Children  found  to  be  verminous  in  school  are  sent  to  the 

Clinic,  where,  if  only  slightly  affected,  they  are  supplied  with 

“derbac”  soap  and  disinfectant,  but  if  badly  affected,  especially  if 

the  scalp  is  impetiginous,  they  are  treated  at  the  Clinic,  and  a visit 

is  made  to  the  home  in  order  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the 
parents.

APPENDIX. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION,  1938. 

No  outstanding  changes  or  developments  have  been  effected 
in  the  general  organisation  of  Physical  Education  in  the  schools, 
though  it  is  felt  that  steady  progress  in  the  standard  of  the  work 
has  been  maintained.  The  attitude  towards  this  branch  of 
training  in  the  schools  is  shewn  in  the  efforts  made  by  Head 
Teachers  and  class  teachers  to  follow  up  suggestions  made,  and 
to  overcome  difficulties.  The  chief  reason  for  this  is  the  wider 
appreciation  of  the  fact  that  physical  training  lessons  are  meant 
to  be  enjoyed  by  the  children,  that  technical  precision  is  valueless 
if  lacking  in  spirit  and  enjoyment.  Taking  this  spirit  of 
enjoyment  as  the  test  of  a good  lesson,  and  its  primary  essential, 
then  keen  effort  and  systematic  progress  are  easily  achieved. 
The  vital  difference  lies  between  making  a child  do  a given  thing, 
and  making  him  want  to  do  that  thing.  The  question  of  discipline 
simply  does  not  arise — in  a good  lesson — because  real  enjoyment 
only  obtains  where  there  is  self-discipline  and  keen  effort. 
Competition  and  healthy  rivalry  also  form  a part  ; not  so  much 
the  encouragement  of  the  desire  to  be  better  than  others,  as  the 
endeavour  to  improve  one’s  own  performance. 

Shoes. 

Undoubtedly  the  supply  of  gym  shoes  to  the  schools  has 
provided  a great  impetus  to  the  work,  and  made  possible  a wider 
range  of  activities.  Apart  from  the  material  benefits,  the 
psychological  effect  of  light  and  suitable  footwear  is  most  marked. 
On  the  whole,  the  shoes  have  been  most  carefully  and  systema- 
tically used.  A further  supply — to  meet  deficiencies,  and  also 
to  equip  a younger  age-group  (10—11  years)  has  just  been 
made. 


Swimming. 


Swimming  instruction  was  carried  out  at  the  Aberaman  and 
Park  baths  as  before,  Hirwain  and  Llwydcoed  schools  also  sending 
children  this  year,  transport  being  provided.  Weather  conditions 
were  again  discouraging,  and  some  schools  were  able  to  make 
only  very  little  progress.  The  existence  of  the  new  public  bath — 
while  not  available  for  instruction  purposes — provided  greater 
opportunities  for  voluntary  practice  for  children  in  that  area. 
Results  from  schools  in  that  district  were  distinctly  better. 

Total  number  of  certificates  awarded  : Girls  91,  Boys  97. 


Under  our  climatic  conditions,  and  in  open-air  baths,  the 
children  feel  the  cold  very  much,  especially  as  most  of  them  have 
to  return  to  sit  in  school,  in  in  unheated  class-rooms.  Many 
public  baths  are  now  being  fitted  with  electric  hair-driers,  and 
this  would  be  a great  help,  especially  for  the  girls.  In  addition, 
it  seems  that  the  provision  of  a hot  drink  for  each  child  on  coming 
out  of  the  water,  would  be  an  excellent  thing,  as  an  immediate 
stimulant  and  to  prevent  the  children  taking  cold.  If  facilities 
at  the  baths  are  not  adequate  for  such  a scheme,  quite  probably 
an  outside  caterer  would  attend  to  supply,  say,  hot  cocoa. 


As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  a scheme  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a special  instructor  to  undertake  advanced  instruction 
in  the  three  areas  (Pontypridd,  Mountain  Ash,  and  Aberdare), 
is  being  proposed  for  1939.  Such  advanced  instruction  was 
arranged  in  Pontypridd  last  year  (1938),  and  proved  most 
successful.  Older  pupils  who  have  already  had  elementary 
instruction,  and  who  shew  special  aptitude  and  keenness,  would 
thus  have  an  opportunity  to  progress  to  other  strokes,  diving 
and  life-saving. 


(i») 

Playing  Fields. 

There  is  no  improvement  in  the  position  as  regards  the 
provision  of  playing  fields.  We  have  stressed  in  our  reports  each 
year,  the  need  for  an  enclosed,  supervised  field  for  the 
children  during  school  hours.  For  the  town  area,  which 
would  include  Ynyslwyd  and  Blengwawr,  the  “Cow-field’’ 
is  most  convenient.  Some  form  of  shelter  would  be  nece- 
ssary and  a groundsman  should  be  employed  for  the  general  care 
and  preparation  of  the  ground  (cutting  the  grass,  preparing  and 
marking  the  pitches,  and  the  care  of  equipment).  If  this  field 
could  be  brought  under  the  control  of  the  Education  Committee, 
so  that  the  necessary  provisions  for  organised  games  would  be 
made  and  protected,  then  it  could  be  put  to  good  use.  Similar 
conditions  prevail  in  other  parts  of  the  town,  where  there  are  open 
spaces,  but  no  suitable  facilities  are  available  for  the  planning 
of  pitches,  or  for  the  erection  or  storage  of  the  necessary  posts 
and  equipment.  Hirwaun  School  is  more  fortunate  in  having 
the  use  of  the  Welfare  Ground.  Schools  in  the  Aberaman, 
Capcoch  and  Cwmaman  areas  have  no  available  field  at  all. 

Teachers’  Classes. 

A course  of  ten  observation  classes  for  women  teachers  was 
held  in  the  Autumn  term,  particularly  to  assist  those  teachers 
who  had  not  previously  felt  physically  capable  of  taking  part  in 
practical  classes.  Th  e class  e s took  the  form  of  demonstrations 
with  a class  of  junior  girls,  followed  by  discussion,  and  were 
held  from  3.30  to  5 p.m.  each  Monday. 

The  teachers  who  attended  represented  fifteen  schools.

Nurse  Howlett  combines  with  the  work  of  health  visitor  that 
of  orthopaedic  nurse  to  the  Council  and  Education  Committee. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I chronicle  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Thomas. 
She  was  an  indefatigable  and  successful  worker,  a loyal  colleague, 
and  had  secured  the  complete  confidence  of  women  and  children 
by  her  extraordinary  tact  and  ready  sympathy.  She  left  the 
service  of  the  Authority  with  a unanimity  of  good  wishes  for  her 
future  happiness  from  her  fellow  officers. 

Nurse  Carter,  having  attained  the  age  of  65,  left  the  service 
of  the  Council  on  14th  May,  1938.  She  was  the  first  health  visitor 
appointed  at  Aberdare  and  was  afterwards  appointed  supervisor 
of  midwives.

There  were  14  illegitimate  births,  and  1 death  occurred 
among  these  children,  the  illegitimate  infantile  mortality  rate 
being  71.4  as  compared  with  51.0  for  legitimate  infants. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases — small  pox,  measles, 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  fever  (typhus,  simple, 
continued  and  enteric),  and  diarrhoea — caused  12  deaths,  giving 
a zymotic  rate  of  .27  per  1,000. 

The  number  is  constituted  as  follows  : — measles  1,  diphtheria 
6,  whooping  cough  3,  diarrhoea  1,  scarlet  fever  1. 

During  the  year  1937,  6 deaths  were  due  to  these  diseases, 
the  number  being  made  up  as  follows  : measles-nil,  diphtheria — 4, 
scarlet  fever— nil,  whooping  cough — 1,  diarrhoea — 1. 

MARDY  HOSPITAL,  MERTHYR. 

During  the  year  seventy-three  cases  of  diphtheria,  thirty-one 
of  scarlatina  and  one  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  were  removed  to  the 
above  hospital,  and  of  these,  two  cases  of  diphtheria  died.  The 
new  cubicle  blocks,  each  comprising  12  beds,  were  opened  on 
July  the  14th.

NURSING. 

Aberdare,  Aberaman,  Cwmbach,  Cwmaman  and  Trecynon 
have  district  nurses  through  the  Glamorgan  Nursing  Association. 
One  general  practitioner  employs  two  nurses  in  connection  with 
his  practice. 

No  home  nursing  of  any  kind  is  done  by  nurses  in  the  service 
of  the  Council. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

An  agreement  exists  between  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance 
Association,  the  Committee  of  the  General  Hospital,  the  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  Powell  Duffryn  Associated  Collieries, 
Ltd.,  by  which  all  the  ambulance  work  in  the  district  (with  the 
exception  of  infectious  diseases)  is  done  by  the  motor  ambulances 
of  the  Association.  In  February,  1937,  this  was  renewed  for  five 
years. 


THE  GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 

The  maintenance  of  this  hospital  is  entirely  dependent  on 
public  subscriptions.  It  has  accommodation  for  86  patients. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  Council  has  a house  at  the  corner  of  Gloucester  Street 
and  Seymour  Street  which  is  used  for  maternity,  child  welfare, 
orthopaedic,  and  birth  control  work. 
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The  Education  Committee  has  a clinic  at  42  High  Street, 
for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  and  at  the  same  address 
a dental  clinic  and  an  eye  clinic. 

The  nearest  centre  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  disease 
is  at  Pontypridd. 


The  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  has  a dispensary 
in  High  Street  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  derived  from  upland 
sources.  Llwydcoed,  Abernant,  Cwmbach,  Abercwmboi,  Roberts- 
town  and  parts  of  Trecynon  and  Aberaman  are  supplied  from 
two  reservoirs,  the  Nanthir  and  Nantymoel,  situated  about  four 
miles  to  the  north  of  the  town  of  Aberdare. 

The  reservoirs  have  a total  capacity  of  133,000,000  gallons, 
drain  a gathering  ground  of  1,075  acres,  and  are  the  property  of  the 
Council.  On  account  of  the  lead  dissolving  powers  of  the  water 
from  these  reservoirs,  chalk  is  added. 

The  Town,  Gadlys,  Blaengwawr  and  part  of  Aberaman, 
are  supplied  by  the  Graig  Reservoir,  which  has  a capacity  of 
7,000,000  gallons,  and  derives  water  from  a gathering  ground 
of  about  500  acres  in  area.  This  reservoir  is  close  to  the  recreation 
grounds  known  as  Dumfries  Park. 

Pwllfa  reservoir  is  a brick  storage  tank,  with  a capacity 
of  150,000  gallons,  the  water  being  mechanically  filtered  by 
means  of  a Reeve’s  patent  filter.  This  is  situated  at  a place 
known  as  Ffyrnant,  and  supplies  the  Llanwonno  Road  district. 
The  remainder  of  Cwmaman  is  supplied  from  a reservoir  in  the 
Aman  Fach  Valley,  which  derives  its  supplies  from  the  Aman 
Fach  brook  and  from  two  springs.  Mechanical  pressure  filters 
have  been  installed,  and  the  reservoir  is  constructed  of  reinforced 
concrete,  the  capacity  being  about  65,000  gallons. 

Hirwaun  and  Cwmdare  are  supplied  from  the  reservoirs  of 
the  Taff  Fechan  Water  Board. 

Periodical  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  of 
samples  of  water  are  made,  and  last  year  twenty  were  examined.

Some  of  the  reports  leave  a little  to  be  desired,  and  all  these 
were  referred  to  the  Surveyor,  by  whom  full  investigations  were 
made. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Cwmdare  sewage,  which  is  treated 
by  running  it  over  land  at  a distance  from  dwelling  houses, 
all  is  piped  down  the  Cynon  valley  and  is  treated  on  a sewage 
farm  at  Abercynon.  The  farm  has  an  area  of  350  acres,  and  the 
sewage  is  treated  by  broad  irrigation. 

Broad  irrigation  according  to  a definition  given  by  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Metropolitan  Sewage  Discharge  means  " the 
distribution  of  sewage  over  a large  surface  of  agricultural  ground, 
having  in  view  a maximum  growth  of  vegetation  (consistently 
with  due  purification)  for  the  amount  of  sewage  supplied.” 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  is  11,228  and  of  these 
10,932  are  connected  with  a sewer.  The  houses  which  are  not 
connected  are  not  within  the  statutory  distance. 

For  work  done  in  connection  with  drains,  the  reader  is 
referred  for  particulars  to  the  summary  of  work  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  no  earth  closets  in  this  district  except  in  con- 
nection with  farms  and  houses  in  the  outlying  portions  of  the 
area  not  within  the  prescribed  statutory  distance  from  a sewer. 
However,  although  not  within  the  statutory  distance,  twelve 
houses  at  the  extreme  end  of  Cwmdare  had  their  earth  closets 
converted  into  water  closets,  and  drains  were  laid  to  connect 
them  with  the  sewer.  Years  ago  it  used  to  be  the  practice  in 
this  district  when  building  a row  of  houses  to  omit  the  provision 
of  separate  closet  accommodation  for  each  house  ; that  is  to 
say,  one  closet  would  serve  the  needs  of  two  or  three  families. 
For  some  time  it  has  been  our  aim  to  provide  a separate  closet 
building  for  each  house,  and  last  year  eleven  closets  were  built 
to  meet  the  needs  of  houses  of  this  sort. 
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Sixty-three  hand-flushed  closets  were  converted  into  rim- 
flushed  closets.  It  should,  however,  be  stated  that  it  is  often  a 
difficult  matter  to  keep  these  flush-tanks  in  good  order,  owing 
to  the  rough  treatment  they  received  from  careless  tenants. 


SCAVENGING. 

Dry  house  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council  by  means  of 
carts  and  motor  lorries  and  is  deposited  on  tips.  No  refuse 
from  earth  closets  or  cess-pools  is  collected. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

For  a classified  statement  of  our  activities  under  this  heading 
the  reader  is  referred  to  the  summary  of  work  done  by  the  Sani- 
tary Inspectors,  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  three  registered  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
and  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises 
during  the  year.  The  following  repairs  and  improvements 
were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Slaughter-house  : the  defective 

portion  of  the  pavement  was  taken  up  and  properly  relaid,  the 
roofs  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  piggery  were  repaired,  and  the 
drains  opened,  cleansed  and  relaid.  Two  electric  humane  stun- 
ners were  installed  at  the  Abercwmboi  slaughterhouse,  this 
method  of  stunning  being  substituted  for  the  captive  bolt  for 
heep  and  pigs.

PREMISES  USED  FOR  THE  PREPARATION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  visits  were 
paid  to  these  places.  Fifteen  notices  requiring  cleansing  and 
white-washing  were  served  on  the  occupiers  and  complied  with. 
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FACTORIES. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  visits  were 
paid  to  the  seventy-two  factories  on  the  register.  The  omis- 
sion to  cleanse  and  lime-wash  required  the  service  of  twenty- 
eight  notices,  defective  closet  roofs  and  walls  required  four,  and 
the  lack  of  sufficient  and  proper  closet  accommodation  required 
one.  All  our  requests  were  carried  out. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  twenty-nine  bakehouses  on  the  register,  and 
one  hundred  and  sixty-six  visits  were  paid  to  the  premises.  Thir- 
teen notices  were  served  with  regard  to  the  omission  to  cleanse 
and  lime-wash,  one  on  account  of  a defect  of  the  drainage  and 
one  with  regard  to  an  accumulation  of  refuse.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  eighty-three  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  on 
the  register,  and  of  this  number  fifty-nine  are  producer-retailers 
and  twenty-four  retailers  only.  Six  hundred  and  twenty-five 
visits  were  paid  to  these  premises  during  the  year.  Five  notices 
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were  served  requesting  the  removal  of  accumulations  of  manure 
and  limewashing,  and  all  were  complied  with. 

The  floor  of  the  cowshed  at  Llwydcoed  Farm  was  relaid, 
and  provided  with  proper  drainage  channels.  New  feeding 
troughs  were  provided,  the  walls  repaired  and  water  was  laid 
on  in  the  cowshed. 

A new  cowshed  was  erected  at  Ynyscynon  Terrace,  Cwm- 
bach,  and  a dairy  at  Baptist  Place,  Hirwaun. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936  & 1938. 

The  following  licenses  were  issued  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936-1938  : — 
One  license  authorising  the  production  of  pasteurised  milk,  one 
authorising  the  vendor  to  bottle  accredited  milk,  six  dealers’ 
licenses  and  two  supplementary  licenses,  one  authorising  the 
holder  to  retail  pasteurised  milk,  and  one  to  retail  accredited 
milk  within  the  district. 

Two  licenses  were  issued  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council, 
one  for  the  production  of  milk  from  a tuberculin  tested  herd  and 
one  from  an  accredited  herd. 

Sixty  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  Cardiff 
and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  Of 
these,  six  were  from  a tuberculin  tested  herd  and  six  from  an 
accredited  herd,  and  the  bacterialogist  reported  that  these  samples 
were  satisfactory  and  free  from  tubercle  bacilli. 

The  remaining  forty-eight  samples  were  pasteurised.  Of 
these,  twelve  were  produced  locally,  twelve  at  Merthyr,  twelve 
in  Cardiff,  and  twelve  at  Llanharan.  The  results  of  the  exami- 
nations show  that  forty-one  were  satisfactory,  five  were  under- 
pasteurised, and  two  had  a high  bacterial  count.  The  attention 
of  the  parties  concerned  was  drawn  to  the  unsatisfactory  ones. 
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Below  will  be  found  the  standards  prescribed  for  the  different 
varieties  of  designated  milk.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  sixty-nine  vendors 
of  ice  cream,  and  all  these  premises  were  inspected.  Six  premises 
we  considered  quite  unsuitable,  and  the  tenants  were  induced 
to  cease  making  and  selling  this  commodity,  whilst  four  dis- 
continued selling  of  their  own  accord,  leaving  fifty-nine  on  our 
list.  Forty-seven  manufacture  their  ice  cream  and  twelve  buy 
it  ready  made. 

NUTRITION. 

We  continued  the  distribution  of  leaflets  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinics  dealing  with  this  matter. 
No  films  were  exhibited  during  the  year,  because  the  cinema 
proprietors  were  not  prepared  to  exhibit  them. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

Towards  the  end  of  May  we  were  informed  that  a family 
living  at  College  Street,  Abernant,  were  suffering  from  symptoms 
of  food  poisoning.  I visited  the  house,  saw  the  patients,  and 
found  that  the  members  of  the  family  who  had  eaten  some  pork 
pies  were  affected,  whilst  those  who  had  not  were  in  their  usual 
health.  Steps  were  immediately  taken  to  stop  the  sale  of  these 
pies,  and  no  more  cases  were  reported.  All  the  patients  recovered 
in  about  five  days.

ERADICATION  OF  THE  BED  BUG. 

Eighty-eight  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs, 
and  of  these  twelve  were  Council  houses.  The  tenants  were  given, 
free  of  charge,  a supply  of  Zaldecide,  together  with  the  loan  of  a 
spray.  A leaflet  of  directions  and  full  oral  instruction  were 
given  as  to  the  way  the  Zaldecide  was  to  be  used.  Premises 
where  the  bugs  had  not  become  securely  entrenched  were  success- 
fully dealt  with,  but  in  those  cases  where  the  insect  had  lodged 
in  lath  and  plaster  partitions  the  measure  of  success  was  small. 
After  a house  has  been  dealt  with  the  tenant  is  instructed  to  come

back  for  some  more  Zaldecide  should  he  see  another  bug.  The 
furniture  of  tenants  before  removal  has  not  been  subjected  to 
disinfestation  ; it  is  very  few  people  that  will  admit  that  they 
are  troubled  by  bugs,  and  still  fewer  will  volunteer  the  in- 
formation.

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  last  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  63  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  16 
of  tuberculosis  of  other  regions  were  notified. 

These  cases  were  visited  and  suitable  literature  left  at  the 
homes.  The  sanitary  inspectors  took  action  with  regard  to 
rendering  these  houses  satisfactory  from  a sanitary  point  of  view. 

All  children  who  were  found  upon  examination  to  be  either 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  or  from  symptoms  which  predispose 
to  the  disease,  were  sent  to  the  Physician  of  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association. 

There  were  26  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  11 
from  tuberculosis  of  other  regions,  and  in  all  these  cases  the 
houses  and  clothing  were  thoroughly  disinfected,  this  action 
having  also  been  taken  in  all  cases  where  patients  were  removed 
to  a sanatorium.

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The  health  visitors  paid  1,478  visits  to  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis. 

At.  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  211  males  and  160  females 
on  the  register,  and  of  these  224  were  found  to  be  in  good  health, 
77  in  fair  health,  24  in  the  same  condition  as  they  were  m when 
notified,  and  46  were  in  sanatoria.

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Three  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified,  and  all  re- 
covered.

DYSENTERY. 

Twelve  cases  occurred  in  the  practice  of  one  medical  prac- 
titioner in  Ward  5,  who  notified  nineteen  cases  in  1937.  These 
were  all  of  a very  mild  character  and  of  a very  brief  duration, 
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One  case  occurred  at  Aberdare,  the  patient  being  a seafaring 
man,  who  had  contracted  the  disease  before  coming  home. 
He  was  removed  to  hospital  and  recovered. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Two  cases  occurred,  and  both  recovered  with  unimpaired 
sight. 


ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

Three  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  and  I regret  to  say 
that  the  three  had  a fatal  termination.

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. 

Only  one  death  was  attributed  to  this  cause. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  per  1,000  births  was 
5.5  for  the  great  towns,  7.8  for  the  smaller  towns,  3.6  for  London, 
13.1,  and  for  Aberdare  1.7.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

Twenty-four  throat  swabs  were  examined  for  the  presence 
of  the  diphtheria  bacillus,  and  five  were  found  to  be  positive  and 
nineteen  negative. 

Two  blood  specimens  were  subjected  to  the  Widal  test  and 
proved  negative. 

Some  people  at  Abernant  suffered  from  somewhat  alarming 
symptoms  after  the  ingestion  of  pork  pies.  These  pies  were 
promptly  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  examination,  but  the  exami- 
nation failed  to  reveal  any  causative  organism,  and  an  exami- 
nation of  the  faeces  was  equally  disappointing.

Last  year  the  Registrar-General  attributed  seven  deaths  to 
puerperal  causes  other  than  puerperal  sepsis.

The  death-rate  per  1,000  live  births  from  puerperal  sepsis 
was  nil,  as  compared  with  .89  for  England  and  Wales.

Treatment  is  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Berry  Haycraft, 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales'  Hospital,  Cardiff,  who  visits  Aberdare 
when  required  to  examine  children  found  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  suffering  from  crippling  defects. 

Children  in  need  of  operative  treatment  are  sent  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  whilst  for  the  others  suitable  surgical 
appliances  are  prescribed. 

Mr.  Haycraft  examined  22  new  cases,  and  re-examined  14 
old  ones.

ELECTRICITY  AND  TRANSPORT  DEPARTMENT. 

Nine  men  were  medically  examined  for  the  above- 
mentioned  department  during  the  year. 

ROCK  BATH. 

Last  June  an  open-air  bath  was  opened  in  the  centre  of 
the  town.  This  bath  is  130  feet  long  and  40  feet  wide,  with  a 
minimum  depth  of  3 feet  and  a maximum  of  8ft.  6ins.  It  is 
constructed  of  reinforced  concrete,  and  has  a capacity  of  160,000 
gallons.  The  water  is  continuously  circulating  at  a rate  of  30,000 
gallons  per  hour  through  a Bell’s  mechanical  filter,  and  during 
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its  passage  it  is  chemically  treated  and  chlorinated,  returning 
to  the  pool  through  a waterfall  type  of  cascade.  Between  the 
capacious  dressing  rooms  and  the  pool  there  are  foot  baths,  and 
separate  shower  baths  are  provided  for  males  and  females.  Spec- 
tators are  provided  for  by  means  of  a concrete  terrace  with  seat- 
ing accommodation,  and  behind  this  is  a grass  plot,  which  the 

bathers  find  convenient  for  sun  bathing.  The  cost  amounted 
to  approximately  £7,000. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Posters  dealing  with  health  matters  were  exhibited  through- 
out the  year  on  the  frames  of  the  Empire  Marketing  Board,  and 
pamphlets  giving  simple  advice  on  such  subjects  as  ventilation, 
diet,  sleep  and  exercise  were  distributed  at  the  School  Clinic 
and  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  An  attempt  was  made  to  induce 
the  cinematograph  companies  to  exhibit  films  depicting  the 
importance  of  the  observation  of  the  simple  rules  of  health, 
but  we  were  told  that  the  public  were  not  appreciative  of  such 
films,  and  that  it  did  not  pay  them  to  exhibit  them.  We  were, 
of  course,  prepared  to  supply  them  with  the  films. 

It  was  deemed  quite  unnecessary  to  advertise  our  clinics, 
for  a wide  use  is  made  of  them,  showing  that  public  interest  has 
been  aroused  for  some  years  in  these  establishments,  and  besides, 
a high  percentage  of  the  mothers  in  a depressed  industrial  area 
attend  in  order  to  obtain  a free  supply  of  milk.
